The Food Situation 

As mentioned above, Saxony-Anhalt exports food products. Only a stringent 
rationing system makes this possible. J.'iners, normally the most favored 
group, are allowed up to 3200 calories a day. The other categories are 
allowed 2,300 calories (Group l) or 1,600 per day (Group I?). In the 
public sohools of Saxony-Anhalt children up to fourteen are given a 
free, one-course lunch (Kintopfgericht }. 
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
